AN INFAMOUS CHAPTER IN HISTORY 
West Virginia’s Fresh Young Man Who Is to 


Be Turned Out Next Week—Wana- 
maker’s Feelings Hurt. 


Wasuineton, February 14.—{Special.J— 
The fight on the rules is at an end. 

Speaker Reed’s code has been adopted. 
Certain features of it are unconstitutional, it 
is true, yet they are better for the democratic 
minority than Reed's construction of general 
parliamentary law. Under them he 
can “count a quorum.’”’ He can _ re- 
fuse to entertain any motion, simply by 
announcing he deeins it dilatory, It might 
be a motion to adjourn, but in no case is he 
required to entertain an appeal. Indeed, these 
rules make the speaker an autocrat. He can 
kill or pass any bill he desires. No man can 
talk without his permission, neither can any- 
thing be done without he agrees to it. 

As for the minority, they have no power 
whatever. The democrats hereafter are to be 
mere automatons, and like a job, will be 
worked at the will of the speaker. 

CRISP’S GALLANT FIGHT. 

Although the democrats have for days been 
hopeless, they made a gallant fight to amend 
the unjust code. Judge Crisp has been in ex- 
- ecutive control. He hasbeen the unanimously 
selected leader of the democratic forces. He 
has fought bravely for the rights of the minor- 
ity. By his splendid legal arguments and ap- 
peals to justice he even succeeded in draw- 
ing two men from the hereto- 
fore solid republican ranks to sustain 
him. They were Cheadley, of Indiana, and 
Anderson, of Kansas. They voted with him 
on his amendment, strikirig out the clause 
giving the speaker power not to consider any 
motion he might deem dilatory, yet Reed kept 
his other menin line, outvoted the gallant 
Georgian and his democratic forces every time. 

Thus at five o’clock this afternoon the code 
was adopted without amendment. 

Now will come the ousting of democrats 
from their seats in rapid succession, per- 
haps the passage of an_ election law, 
a tariff _ Dill, the Blair educational 
bill, if it should get through the senate; 
the direct tax bill, subsidies for steamship 
lines and pension bills almost without end; 
also the Wickham bill, and indeed all manner 
of partisan legislation. 

Judge Crisp has won the name of ‘‘the 
greatest democrat of all’’ by his splendid lead- 
ership. He has not made a single mistake. 
(Carlisle has not even been present in the 
house since the real fight began. Judge Crisp 
has been the great leader alone, and as Mr. 
Randall said to a member who called after the 
vote this afternoon: 

“Crisp has made a good fight. Noone could 
fave done better. He has made every: point 
that any one could have made, and it was im- 
possible todo more. They were determined 
to have those rules as Mr. Reed made them, 
and nothing could have prevented.” 

THE OTHER GEORGIANS, 

Other Georgian members also came to the 
front today in short speeches. Major Barnes, 
of the tenth, made a splendid speech, in which 
te brought forth a new line of argument. 

Judge Stewart was also ready with a five- 
minute speech, in which he argued that the 
rules were purely partisan, and minority ap- 
peals would go unheeded. The rules were 
framed, he said, to deplete the treasury so as 
to defeat a modification of the tariff. 

Mr, Clements talked at length, and made a 
very fine argument. He said the proposed 
rules were obnoxious to the constitution, 
enlarging the tyrannical power of the speaker, 
which was already too great, and will tend te 
facilitate without due consideration improper 
legislation. The results of this session, he be- 
lieved would make the rules odious to the 
whole country, except the lobbyists and job- 
bers, who want to secure the recognition of 
unjust claims and subsidies. 

WANAMAKER AND CLARKSON. 

Clarkson has decided to let the black Dud- 
ley’s appointment as postmaster at Americus 
stand. Mr. Harrison wantsitso. It is aree- 
oguition of Dudley’s vote at Chicago. As to 
the protest from Americus, information is 
given out at the department that 
it amounts -to nothing, for Clark- 
son says the same people who _ are 
protesting, indorsed him. They needed his 
services, Clarkson thinks, in some local cam- 
paign, and he charged them indorsements for 
his services. Clarkson don’t seem to care 
What the people of Georgia say of him, but 
thinks the administration should be censured 
for appointing a negro with such indorsements 
as Dudley had. 

Poor Wanamaker’s feelings are very much 
hurt. He has been reading Larry Gantt’s 
articles in the Athens Banner, and is almost 
tempted to cry over what he considers 
the abuse heaped upon him and his ten-cent 
counter. He would possibly like to appoint a 
white postmaster at Athens to stop this, but 
Clarkson and Harrison made him appoint 
Buck’s man, Matt Davis, and the nomination 
is now at the white house ready to go tothe 
senate, perhaps tomorrow. 

YOUNG MR. PENDLETON, 

Young Mr. Pendleton, of West Virginia, 
succeeded in absolutely killing himself in the 
house today. 

He will be turned out in a few days. He 
knows this, but it seems to be his determina- 
ticn to make friends with the republi- 
cans in the hope of holding his 
scata few weeks longer. Consequently he 
got the floor for tive minutes t8day, to state 
that in his dissentions from the speaker’s 
ruling, he had always done so in a gentle- 
manly manner. Ile wished it understood that 
his constituents had voted for a gentleman. 
He evidenfly said this to make friends with 
the republicans. 

They jeeringly applauded him, but there 
was silence on the democratic side. Indeed, 
the demccrats felt that he had intimated that 
every democrat who had denounced Reed was 
nota gentleman. Seeing that nodemocrat ap- 
planded him he proceeded to join with the re- 
publicans in their applause by clapping his 
hands joyously as he_ resumed his 
Seat. He cannot be turned out too early to 
cuit the democrats. They are thoroughly dis- 
gusted with the fresh youth. The republicans 
feel likewise, and itis the unanimous verdict 
that he takes the prize as the freshest young 
man who has ever broken into congress. Pen- 
dleton’s contestant, Atkinson, will be seated 
next week.

THEY ADOPTED IT. 


New Code of Rules Discussed and 
Passed, 


WASHINGTON, February 14.— Not more than 
two dozen members were present when the 
house met at 11 o'clock in ,coutinuation of 
Thursday’s session. Mr. Stewart, of Georgia, 
and Reilly, of Pennsylvania, entered emphatic 
protests against the adoption of the proposed 
code, and the action of Speaker Reed was de- 
fended and upkeld by Mr. Raines, of New York, 

Mr. Barnes, of Georgia, spoke in oppogition 
to the new code. He argued that the ery for 
the removal of old restrictions came from the 
monopoly and money power. It was said that 
the school of Jefferson was now being relegated 
to the rear of the government, and would, in 
the future, be under the control of the school 
of Hamilton. This meant that the government 
was no longer to be a goverument of the peo- 
ple, by the people, but a government under the 
control of wealth, and an aristocracy of wealth. 
This class controlling the wealth of the coun- 
try, the treasury, always filled and overflow- 
ing from heavy taxation on the people, would 
become a subject of public plunder. 

Consideration of the rules was then pro- 
ceeded with. Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, offered 
an amendment providing that when any bill 
for the increase of a2 pension or for granting pen- 
sions not formerly provided foris pending, it 
shall be in order to offer an amendment pro- 
viding, by taxation, for payment thereof. 
Rejected— Yeas 96, nays 1 

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, offered an amend- 
ment striking the clause constituting one hun- 
dred members a quorum in committee of the 
whole. He also offered an amendment to the 
clause of rule 25, which provides that ‘‘all mo- 
tions or propositions originating either in the 
house or senate involving a tax or charge upon 
the people, shall be first considered in commit- 
tee of the whole.”’ The amendment was to 
strike out the words “‘originatmg in the house 
or senate,’’ and Mr. Outhwaite argued that the 
insertion of these words would, by implica- 
tion,and against the constitution, acknowledge 
the right ofthe senate to originate revenue 
bills. 

The speaker, as chairman of the committee 
on rules, stated that there was no such inten- 
tion on the part of the committee, and at this 
suggestion, Mr. Cannon, of [llinois, (who has 
charge of the code) acceded to the latter 
amendment and it was adopted. 

Mr. Outhwaites’ first amendment relative to 
a quorum was lost —yeas 156, nays 150. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, moved to strike out 
the clause conferring upon the speaker the 
power to countaquorum. He mmnet that such 
power was unconstitutional, and in order to 
show that such was the opinion of many gentle- 
men on the other side, he quoted from a circu- 
lar marked ‘‘contidential,’’ signed by Thomas 
B. Henderson, chairman of the republican 
caucus, and sent to every republican member, 
requesting each man to be present from the 
beginning of the discussion on rules until the 
end. , |

TWO BILLS PRESENTED. 


Report of the World’s Fair Committee of 
the House. 


WASHINGTON, February 14.—Mr. Candler, 
of Massachusetts, from the committee on the 
world’s fair, submitted a report, which was 
ordered printed and recomiitted. In the re- 
port Chairman Candler says: 

The bills which were referred to the committce 
for their consideration proposed different loca- 
tions, and, in the judgment of the committee, it 
was not practicable to present one bill covering 
all localities. They, therefore, beg leave to sub- 
mit the two accompanying bilis as substitutes for 
the bills referred to. These two bilis arejentitled: 
“A bill to provide for celebrating the 
four hundredth anniversary of the _ dis- 
covery of America by Christopher Colum- 
bus, by holding an international exhibition 
of arts, industries, manufacture and the product 
of soil, mine and sea, in the city of , in the 
year 1892,”’ and *“‘A bill to provide for celebrating 
the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Christopher Columbus, by holding 
an international exhibition of arts, industries, 
manufactures and products of soil, mine and 
sea at the national capital in 1892.”’ 

The first bill is intended to comprehend all that 
will be required tosuccessfully organize a world’s 
fair in either New York, Chicago or St. Louis,and 
to which such amendments as to details could be 
made as the city selected may require, while 
the second bill contemplates the _ selection 
of Washington asthe site of the proposed fair, 
and is likewise intended to meet all that is re- 
quired for its successful location there. The se- 
lection of the city in which the exhibition is to be 
held is left to the decision of the house of repre- 
sentatives and the following resolution is submit- 
ted as the method of procedure in the choice of 
the same: 

Resolved, That on the day following the close of 
the debate upon bills reported by this committee, 
immediately after the reading of the journal, the 
clerk shall cali the roll of members and that as 
each nember’s name is called he shall indicate, 
Viva voce, his choice of the place for holding the 
world’s fair of 1892. If no place receives a ma- 
jority of the votes cast on the first ballot, the roll 
cal) shall be repeated until some one place shall 
receive a majority of ali the votes cast. 

There was no discussion in the meeting as to 
the time it would call up its bills, but itis 
likely that this will be done at the first oppor- 
tunity, as itis well known that the committee 
is in favor of an early consideration.

HIS BROTHER'S BLOOD 


THE AWFUL CRIME CHARGED 
AGAINST ISAAC SAWTELLE 


HE DECAPITATES HIS BROTHER 


And Hides the Body in the Woods—He 
Wished to Inherit the Murdered 
Man’s Property—Other Crimes. 


Boston, February 14.—The body of Hiram 
Sawtelle, a missing fruit merchant, was found 
this morning in the woods near Lebanon, 
Maine. The head and arms had been out off, 
and the head has not yet been found. His 
brother, Isaae Sawtelle, isin custody at Ro- 
chester, New Hampshire, and a network of 
evidence has been woven around him, m 
which it seems impossible that he can 
The ease is a remarkable one. Isaac was’ 
doned last December from the state 
where he had served a long sentence ont 
indictments for rape. Since then he has been 
boarding with his brother and scheming to get 
him and his family out of the way so he might 
succeed to their joint inheritance. 

Isaac recently carried’away his niece, Hir- 
ain’s daughter, but brought her back after a 
couple of weeks, and from the girl’s story it 
seems probable he attempted to poison her. 
While she was absent her father was decoyed 
from home by means of telegrams about his 
daughter. He never returned. Suspicion 
brought about an investigation, resulting in 
the finding of his dead body as above stated 
and the arrest of Isaac on the charge of mur 
der, with what seeins a well established ¢ase 
against him. 


THE DARKENED CHAMBER. 


A Cloud Compels the Senate to Turn on the 
Gas. 

WasuHinaton, February 14.--Among the 
bills reported from the committee and placed 
on the calendar was one to transfer the revenue 
marine to the naval establishment. Mr. Sher- 
man’s resolution, offered yesterday, to proceed 
today (after morning business) to the consid- 
eration of bills on the calendar under rule 
eight, was taken up and agreed to. 

At half-past 12 o’clock the senate chamber 
was so darkened by a passing rainstorm that 
there had to be a temporary suspension of 
business until the gas was lighted over the 
glass panels in the ceiling. Then the senate 
proceeded to the consideration of bills on the 
calendar under rule eight. 

The following bills, among others, were 
assed: House bill for the relief of sufferers 
y the wreck of the United States steamers 

Trenton and Vandalia, and the stranding of 

the United States steamer Nipsic at Apia, 

Samoa. Also a large number of pension bills, 
THEY MADE A MISTAKE. 

One of the pension bills (fora man named 
David Peterson) having been passed without 
question, and with the usual rapidity of pro- 
cedure, Mr. Cockrell subsequently inquired 
what had been done with it, and, having been 
informed by the vice-president. that the bill 
had been passed, he said that it was a remark- 
able circumstance that the bill appeared on 
the calendar as being favorably reported, 
whereas, the fact was that the report was an 
adverse one, with the recommendation that the 
bill be indefinitely postponed. The report was 
read, and it showed that Mr. Cockrell’s 
statement was correct. The action of the ron- 
ate in passing the bill was therefore reconsid- 
ered and the bill was indefinitely postponed. 

The proceedings were again interrupted to 
allow Mr. Dawes to report from the committee 
on Indian affairs a bill forthe relief of Sioux 
Indians at Devil’s Lake Agency, North Da- 
kota. The bill was read, explained and passed. 
Also to prevent the introduction of contagious 
diseases from one state to another. 

Altogether sixty bills were passed. Aftera 
short executive session, the senate, at 5:15, ad- 
journed till Monday.

END OF A TRUST. 


An Injunction Against the Cotton Oil 
Trust. 

New York, February 14.—Judge Lacombe 
today, in the United States circuit court, 
granted an injunction restraining the cotton 
oil trust from selling or disposing of any of 
their property, and commanding them to show 
cause before him why a receiver should not be 
appointed. A reorganization of the trust took 
place soon after the disclosure, by which a 
shortage of about $500,000 was re 
ported to the “errors of judgment,” 
of Messrs. Flagler and Moscr, two of the 
trustees. The main feature of the plan was 
to turn over all property of the trust to the 
New Jersey corporation. The bill which was 
filed shows that the trust was organized Sep- 
tember 10, 1884, and the profits up to May 31, 
1887, were over 32,000,000. The profits for the 
year 1880 were over $2,000,000, and the amount 
of outstanding certificates were $42,000. 


A COLLISION ON THE MONON: - 


Freight and Passenger Trains Run Together 
—Several People Killed. 


INDIANAPOLIS, February 14.—A rforth bound 
morning passengertrain on the Monon route 
collided with a freight train two miles north 
of Mitchell at 10 o’clock this morning. W. H. 
Dillard, of Louisville, engineer, and James 
Gadinger, of New Albany, fireman of the 
passenger engine, were instantly killed, and 
Charles Wright, mail agent, of New Orleans, 
was fatally injured, dying in a short time. The 
injured are: W.B. Green, news agent, of 
Louisville, scalp wound; R. M. Smith, of 
Louisville, head badly cut; John Bills, con- 
ductor, scalp wound; Morton, mail agent, 
scalp wound; F. E. Railsback, of Bedford, 
head bruised and cut; T. Beasley. of 
Ligioner, leg and arm bruised and sprained. 
Five other passengers were hurt. The wreck 
was caused by wrong orders from the train 
dispatcher, who ordered the freight engine 
south on the time ‘of the north bound 
passenger. 


A Deputy Marshal Killed. 

WASHINGTON, February 14.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Milier today received the following tele- 
gram from Marshal Mizell, at Jacksonville, 
Fla.: ‘‘W.B. Saunders, one of the bravest 
and most efficient deputies, was brutally 
assassinated at Quincy, Gadsden county, yes- 
terday afternoon at 3 o’clock, where he had 
gone with Mizell and other deputies on official 
business.’”’ 


Death of Mrs. Walker. 

OPELIKA, Ala., February 14.—[Special.}— 
Mrs. Sarah Walker, a wealthy and highly re- 
spected lady, died with paralysisin this city at 
anearly hour, at the home of her brother, Mr. 
A. J. Smith. Mrs. Walker was a devout mem- 
ber of the Methodist church, and was noted for 
her charitable deeds. Her remains will be 
carried to Macon, Ga., for interment. 


Death of Mr. George W. Ware. 


FAYETTEVILLE,Ga., February 14.—[Special. 
Mr. George W. Ware died this morning at 
o’clock, at the old family homes , ten 
miles west of this place, after an illness of 
several weeks. The deceased was a citizen of 
this ap ae for many years, and has many 
friends here and in other partsof the state.

A MARSHAL KILLED. 


W. B. Saunders Shot from Ambuscade Near 
Quincy, Filia. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 14.—Early 
this morning news reached here by wire of the 
killing of Depnty United States Marshal W. 
B. Saunders yesterday, at Quincy, Fla., the 
county seat of Gadsden county. 

Marshal Mizell’s version of the murder is 
substantially as follows: Last Wednesday Mi- 
zell and Deputy Marshal Langford went from 
where they 
joined by Deputy unders, who 

come. from his home, DeFuniak 
Springs. Word had gone around that they 
were to serve subpoenas on jurors and wit- 
nesses for the next term of the United States 
court‘at. Tallahassee on February 28th. They 
also announced that they were to arresta negro 
for a violation of the tal laws. While in 
the hotel, W. M. McFarland, a man named 
Mitchell, a brother of Sheriff Mitchell, of 
Gadsden county, got into a conversation with 
the officials, and all drank once or twice 
together, upon the invitation of McFarland 
and Mitchell. Meanwhile Marshal Mizell 
had gone on a ride to the country to visit the 
farms, in. company with an old 
friend. After Mizel’s' return, about 
2 o’clock, McFarland and Mitchell, accom- 
panied by three citizens, invited all three offi- 
cials to take a ride out to Santa Clara. Mizell 
declined, also Langford; but Saunders got in 
the bu with Mitchell and McFarland and 
drove off. At3:30in the afternoon Mitchell 
drove back in town with Saunders dead beside 
him onthe buggy seat. He had been shot 
just below. the right -ear, the ball, a thirty- 
eight calibre, passing through his head. The 
body was placed in the courthouse, and 
Mitchell was arrested. Mizell says Mitchell’s 
remarks as he drove up into Mizell’s presence 
were: 
. “Here’s your Copnty. I’ve brought him 
back,’’ (pointing to the dead man in the 
buggy). Upto dark McFarland had not been 
found. No explanation of the murder was 
given, so Mizell says. A coroner’s inquest 
was held today, but it is not yet completed. 
The verdict will probably be given tomorrow. 

After the occurrences, J. ‘W. Malone, a 
prominent citizen, invited the two remaining 
officials to his residence, where they took sup- 
per and by the advice of friends, left town on 
the 7 o’clock p. m. train for this city. 

-M’FARLAND SUSPECTED. 

The story goes that some two months or 
more ago, Saunders had been run out of 
west Florida across the Georgia line while 
attempting to serve legal papers on residents 
of Gadsden and Jackson counties, and about a 
month ago McFarland was in Jacksonville, in 
attendance upon the Farmers’ Alliance con- 
vention. He was recognized by Saunders, it 
is said, as one of the men who had driven him 
into Georgia. So Saunders arrested him and 
McFarland was held in $2,000 bail. 


TORONTO UNIVERSITY DESTROYED.

The Careless Handling of Lamps Causes a 
Heavy Loss. 


Toronto, February 14.—Toronto university 
was totally destroyed by fire tonight. The loss 
is $500,000. Preparations had been made for 
the annual ‘‘conversazione,’’ at which 2,000 
persons were expected to be present, and it 
was just before the guests commenced to ar- 
rive at7 o’ciock, that the fire broke out. The 
building was not supplied with enough gas 
jets, so that on any special occasion, it was 
necessary to light up with lamps. Two men 
were engaged in carrying up stairs six 
lighted lamps to be put in chandeliers, 
when the man on the lower end, fearing 
the lamps might fall, let go his 
hold. The lamps fell and broke, and the oil 
spread all over the stairs and down on the al- 
ready heavily oiled floor. All the buildings were 
destroyed. The library, worth $100,000; the 
museum with its valuable specimens and curi- 
osities, mathematical instruments and furni- 
ture, were all destroyed. One domestic was 
severely burned. The property, including all 
the buildings and contents, was insured in two 
companies, to the extent of $164,000. 


A Bridal Party Drowned. 

Paris, February 14.—A sad accident hap- 
pened to a wedding party at Pontivy yester- 
day. The vehicle conveying the bride and 
bridegroom and a numberof their friends was 
upset and the whole party was precipitated into 
the river. The bride and bridegroom and ten 
others of the party were drowned.

THEY WILL WORK FOR DISSOLUTION 


What the Press of Engiand and Ireland Say 
_ @f Parnell’s Aequittal by the Com- 
mission—Other Foreign Gossip. 


Lonpon, February 14.—All the radical party 
in the house of commons isin favor of the dis- 
solution of parliament, and will assist any 
project looking to that end. There is a notion 
that the report of the Parnell commission dis- 
crediting the government as an ally of the 
Times, will have a great effect through the 


country, and that this would be a good time 


for the choice of a new house of commons. 
WHAT THE PRESS SAYS. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

The report of the special commission is a more 
complete vindication of the Parnellites and a more 
sweeping condemnation of the Times than the 
most ne of home-rulers ventured to ho 
for. If the view of the unionist press is right, 
that report convicts the arnellites as 


‘ criminal conspirators. What must the ministers do 


with them? ey cannot expel them from the 
house of commons. On the contrary, they have 
promised already to introduce a bill handing over 
the local government of Ireland to these convicted 
criminals. The ministers must dissociate them- 
selves publicly from such views; otherwise they 
will find themselves in an embarrassing dilemma. 

The Gazette admits that the judges dealt 
honestly with the facts presented to them, but 
says they had their prejudices. They were 
impartial in their conclusions, but have shown 
marked partiality in their distribution of ex- 

letives, hurling epithet after epithet at the 

rish members of the house without uttering 
one disapproving word for the fogeries of the 
tories. 

Provisional papers express opinions as to the 
findings of the Parnell commission based on 
their political views. Gladstonian papers hold 
that the report is a triumphant acquittal, while 
unionist papers declare that it is an emphatic 
condemnation of the Parnellites. 

The Globe says that the report will hence- 
forth be the supreme authority on the history 
of the land league. It cannot be ee to 
for one purpose and not another. Therefore, 
those quoting from it to prove the acquittal of 
the Parnellites of certain charges, will logi- 
cally be compelled to admit that they were 
guilty of criminal conspiracy. 

The St. James Gazette says: 

It will be a monstrous perversion of the report 
to deduce therefrom a general verdict of not guilty. 
Mr. Parnell and his associates were found guilty 
of criminal conspiracy, maintained by implements 
from which crime directly ensued. Parliament 
would not go beyond its rights if it expelled them 
as though they were actually convicted. 

The Star, T. P. O’Connor’s paper, claims 
that the report of the Parnell commission is a 
triumphant acquittal of all she accused Par- 
nellite members of the house of commons.

PARNELL ON THE FLOOR 


Inquiring Whether Parliament Would Take 
Up the Commission’s Report. 

Lon DON, February 14.—Amid the cheers of 
the opposition in the house of commons today, 
Mr. Parnell asked if the government proposed 
to take up the report of the special commission 
appointed to investigate the charges made by 
the London Times against Parnellite mem- 
bers of the house. 


William Henry Smith, government leader, 
replied that the report only came into the 
possession of the ministers at 10 o’clock last 
evening, and that they had not yet had time to 
decide upon the course they would adopt. 

DENOUNCING BALFOUR. 

Mr. Parnell moved an amendment, of which 
he had before given notice, asking the repeal 
of the coercion act. He attacked the pettiness 
of the persecutions which the government was 
daily inflicting upon many persons in the 
utter coercive action under Balfour, chief sec- 
retary for Ireland. Almost every act of Bal- 
four, Mr. Parnell said, appeared to be directed 
toward driving the people of Ireland to crime. 
He compared the coercive administration of 
Earl Spencer with that of Balfour, and said 
that although many actions of Earl Spencer 
had been faulty, the law under him 
had been directed against actual crime and 
secret conspiracy, while in the case of Balfour 
it was directed against the right to combine to 
secure the freedom of the press and the liberty 
of speech. The government’s excuse for its 
action was the existence in Ireland of boycott- 
ing. He had denied that there had been much 
unjust and criminal @ boycotting during 
1880, 1881 and 1882. The history of the Irish 
method since the last named year showed 
that the action of the nationalists had been 
constantly modified and moderated in recog- 
nition of the efforts to secnre the passage of 
ameliorative measures for Ireland. 

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE LEAGUES. 

The league of today, Mr. Parnell declared, 
differed widely from the land league of 1880, 
and Balfonr could not plead as an excuse for 
his course that crime was being revived. On 
the contrary, the people were quiescent, in ex- 
vectaion of soon obtaining their rights, yet 
Mr. our’s regime had been distinguished 
by y persecution and frivolous charges, 
often brought against children and old women. 
His campaign against the press commenced 
with the newsboys, and was winding up with a 
fusilade. The action of the government tended 
to its own defeat and could not succeed in 
turning the tide of aspirations of the Lrish peo- 
ple. Despite the petty exasperations of Bal- 
four’s poltcy, the nationalists had not swerved 
from pacific methods to attain their aim. 
[Cheers. } 

Sir Richard Webster, attorney-general, 
charged Mr. Parnell] with making grave accu- 
sations against Balfour, without producing 
evidence in support of his aliegations. He 
could not adduce a single instance of unjust 
evictions. While calling the administration 
to account in the future he would at least be 
limited by some facts. He could disprove the 
figures showing that crime had decreased and 
that boycotting had been repressed.

HE OCCUPIES A CELL NOW IN FUL- 
TON COUNTY JAIL, 


While His Ancestor, the Republican Politi- 
cian, Is Still Hustling to Secure Bail— 
An Interesting Legal Question. 


William A. Pledger, Jr.,son of the negro 
agitator, isin Fulton county jail, no bond 
having as yet been secured in the case. 

He reached Atlanta yesterday morning be- 
tween three and four o’clock in the custody of 
Deputy Marshal A. D. Arnold, and was taken 
direct from the depot to the jail. 

He was put in ‘the cage’’ for the remainder 
of the night, and furnished a cell when the 
doors were opened at 7 o’clock. 

Pledger, Sr.. worked faithfully yesterday to 
gecure the bond of $2,000. 

Pledger’s political friends seem to be cautious 
enough, however, when Pledger’s wants are in 
dollars and cents. 

It will be remembered that Matt DaVis, the 
negro ex-postmastcr and candidate for post- 
master, flatly refused to goon the bond when 
he was asked to do soin Athens. 

It seems that Pledger’s Atlauta allies are 
equally reticent. 

THE PRISONER. 

Pledger is fifteen or sixteen years old, almost 
white, He was stylishly dressed and seems 
very well pleased with himself- | 

‘How old ate you?” he was asked yester- 
day. 

‘‘About three years old,’’ replied the boy, 
with an air of bravado. ‘‘Three or four, I

“Well, I don’t care to make any statement. 
Excuse me for my short reply, but I don’t 
wantto talk about the case. My father is 
coming down here after a while, and [ suppose 
he wil! bail me out.”’ 

“Why, you look like a boy.” 

‘Yes, Lam really about fifteen years old. I 
don’t mind telling you that much.” 

“How long have you been out of school ?”’ 

‘About nine or ten months. I only took a 
short school conrse. I never paid much at- 
tention to it, for 1 was too devilish.’”’ 

‘How long were you in the mail service ?” 

“Since [left school. I ran on the Northeast- 
ern, from Athensto Lula, between nine and 
ten months.”’ 

“And you have nothing to say about the 
case ?”’ 

“Nothing at all. My father was here to see 
me today, and Lam looking for him to come 
and arrange my bond now. I expect to stay 
out until my trial comes off, and I don’t want 
to say anything in advance.” 

Young Pledger is a precocious youth, and 
appears to be sinart and shrewd for his years. 
He is a very light mulatto, almost white, but 
is smal! for his age, and few people would sup- 
pose that he had held so important a position 
under the government. 

Bill Pledger, Sr., says thatif the boy is guilty 
he will have to pay the penalty, and that he is 
not going to try toshield him, but simply let 
the iaw take its course. Young Bill is his only 
son, and it was through his exertions and in- 
finence with the party the boy secured this 
important appointment ina position which 
would be eageriy sought by many menin Geor- 


ia. 

. A LEGAL QUESTION INVOLVED. 

Young Pledger was caught by a decoy letter. 

Lawyers will appreciate that statement as 
onethat may mean a great deal to young 
Piedger. 

The offense charged is a violation of section 
HAs7 of the United States revised statutes, and 
it has been more than once decided in United 
States courts that decoy letters were not sub- 
jects of “embezziement’’ in the meaning of 
the statute. 

The weight of authority is against this, but 
the abstract question is a close one, and appar- 
ently slight considerations have turned a dccis- 
jon one way or the other. 

Judge Speer’s recent decision, against decoy 
letters, will be remembered. 

Perhaps the ruling oftenest quoted in such 
cases, is the one of Judge Brown, in the case of 
the United States vs. Chas. H. Wright, when 
it was urged in support of the motion for a new 
trial that it appeared that the letters were de- 
coys, and were addressed to fictitious persons, 
and to postoftices, streets, or buildings which 
had no existence, with the design that they 
should be intercepted, etc. 

Judge Brown says in his decision: ‘‘If coun- 
sel iniend to assert that a decoy or test letter 
cannot be the subject of embezziement, or its 
contents of larceny,under this section, I can only 
Say that nine out of ten convictions of post- 
otiice employes inthis district for the past 
thirty years have been secured by ineans of de- 
coys; thata large majority of the cases re- 
ported in the books were based upon decoys, 
and that dozens of men throughout the couniry 
are undergoing punishment for  inter- 


ference with this class of correspon- 
dence Such a general consensus 


of opinion on the part of the courts is certainly 
a strong argument in favor of its soundness, 
and since the decision of Mr. Justice Nelson in 
the case of the United States vs. Cottingham, 
and that of Mr. Justice Curtisin United States 
vs. Foye, we had not supposed it to be a mat- 
ter of doubt. * Ve know of no author- 
ity which holds directly that a letter must be 
intended to be carried to ‘‘their place of desti- 
nation.”” Weknow of no authority which 
holds directly that a letter must be intended to 
be carried through the mail to the person to 
whom it is addressed.”’ 

But there are decisions on both sides, and 
the trial of this darky may be a memorable one. 
Certainly a strong fight will be made to keep 
him out of the national penitentiary. 

HOW IT IS PUNISHED. 

The offense is punishable by imprisonment 
for not less than one nor more than five years. 

The case will be tried before Judge New- 
man. § 

There were two packages intercepted, but 
only one offense committed. 

If young Pledger is convicted his time will] 
be served at Columbus, Ohio, unless the loca- 
tion of the federal penitentiary is changed be- 
fore his sentence goes into effect. 

THE ATHENS PEOPLE JUBILANT. 

The Athens Banner, in its account of young 
Pledger’s arrest, heads the story, ‘“‘A Death 
Blow to His Daddy.”’ 

Judging from the tone of the article there 
was a lively feeling of satisfaction at the turn 
of affairs. 

‘‘The news of the arrest of Bill Pledger, the 
postal clerk on the Northeastern railroad,”’ 
says the Banner, ‘‘first broke out in enthusi- 
astic rumors yesterday about 2 o’clock p. m. 
When it became generally known that he had 
been arrested for robbing the mails, the rumor 
grew with a livelier interest andthe whole city 
was triumphant,”’ 

In the next paragraph the negro is referred 
to as the ‘‘youthful, yet diabolical, prisoner." 

Then, speaking of the Pledger, Sr.—‘‘His 
outrageous endeavors to inflict a negro post- 
master upon the respectable white citizens of 
this community should hereafter be thrown 
back into his teeth. * * * Pledger’s name 
is daily becoming one scorned by black and 
white of this section of Georgia. The negroes 
of Athens and vicinity, as well asthe whites, 
7 mt loud in their denunciation of the scoun- 

rel.”’ 

Under the head of 

“‘A VILLAINOUS DISCLOSURE”’ 
the Banner makes this statement: 

‘The trial of — Pledger has brought out 
the fact that many letters written by white 
citizens of Athens to Washington about the 
Athens postofiice appointment have been de- 
stroyed. It is nowshown up that many letters 
indorsing the white applicants for the post- 


office have never been heard from, while it is | 


highly probable that all of those indorsing Matt 
Davis were permitted to pass unmolested. This 
makes young Pledger’s crime more direful, and 
who knows but that he was but obedient tothe 
commands of the senior Pledger.’’ ’ 
And the account coneludes with the senti- 
ment—*Mr. Wilde,the detective, has certainly 
won the gratitude as well as the admiration of 
every citizen for his successful and artful 
manner of catching the villainous scoundre]l.’’

ALDERMAN REINHARDT HAS A NE 
ORDINANCE, 


He Wants Sod Cutting and Sand Stealing 
Stopped—The Sewer Committee to 
Meet—The Street Committee. 


Sod cutters and sand thieves infest Atlanta 
suburbs, and Hon. A. M. Reinhardt, fourth 
ward alderman, is after them. 

He will open fire Monday next. 

Beautiful suburban lots have been robbed of 
their thick, grass-grown sod by the sod thieves, 
while great holes have been dug in others by 
the sand stealers. These thefts have been 
going on foralong time tothe great annoy- 
ance of the property owners, and up to the 
present no relief could be obtained. The 
thieves have been bold in the work, and under 
the glare of anoonday sun load their wagons 
and drive away with the eyes of hundreds 
upon them. The fourth ward especially 
has suffered at their hands, and Mr. Rein- 
hardt is now perfecting an ordinance 
which he will'present during the session of 
the council Monday. That paper may not 
stop the thieving, but it will make the _ thiev- 
ing unhealthy to those who are detected. 

**You see,’’ remarked Mr. Reinhardt yester- 
day, ‘‘my ward has suffered from these depre- 
dations, and I intend to stop itif _Ican. I 
know of beautiful lots which have been ruined 
by some one stealing the sod, and I know of oth- 
ers with great holes in them made by people 


| who dug up the sand and hauled it away.”’ 


“Who does it?” 

“Negroes generally. A sharp negro will see 
a new residence in a barren, naked Jot, and ap- 
proaching the owner, offer to sod it for so 
much. A sodded lot is to be desired, and if 
the negro closes the trade he will begin to 
look around for a vacant lot covered with sod. 
Then, without inquiring as to the ownership, 
the negro will cut the sod, load itupona 
wagon and drive away. The next time the 
owner of that lot sees it he will miss the sod, 
which was his pride. It’s enough to makea 
man mad.”’ 

“Then,’’ Mr. Reinhardt went on, ‘‘a negro 
will want sand, and he'll hunt a sandy lot, dig 
ereat holes and carry the sand away.”’ 

‘“Tsn’t there any way to catch them?” 

“So far they have not been caught. Only a 
few days ago I was coming in town and saw a 
negro loading sod upon a wagon. In answer 
to my questions he could not tell me to whom 
the wagon belonged or his name, and when I 
pressed him he ran away, leaving the team. 

“My ordinance will impose a heavy fine and 
additional] state legislation will be asked.’’ 

The Street Work. 

The street committee, with a basket full of 
petitions, left the city hall yesterday for a 
tour of inspection. The drive wasan exten- 
sive one and every piece of work asked 
for in the papers was examined. 
Mr. McLendon, chairman, thinks that 
the 40,000. given the committee this 
year will go further than the same sum ever 
went before. He intends to let every inch of 
the work by contract, and the bids are now 
coming in, 

The Sewer Committee. 

The sewer committee will meet at the city 
hall this afternoon at 4 o’elock. So far noth- 
ing of importance has been done by the com- 
mittee. Chairman Haas yesterday said: 

“T don’t think we shall take any important 
action in the sewer work until after the elec- 
tion. In fact, we can’t make any figures upon 
ituntilthen. Why? Because we don’t know 
whether we will have the $100,000 to spend or 
not. However, I don’t think there will be 
any doubt about the vote being for the bonds.”’ 

The Waterworks Bonds. 


The election next month for waterworks 
bonds is not attracting any attention. In fact. 
there is nothing indicating that such an elec- 
tion is contemplated, except the standing ad- 
vertisement in the papers. The friends of the 
scheme may find it necessary to work yet.

[ANOTHER ~ MONUMENT. 


PROFESSOR STONE, OF EMORY COL- 
LEGE, TO BE HONORED. 


The Alamni Association to Build a Hand- 
some Monument to the Man Whe 
Supervised Their Education. 


There is a movement on foot to erect a mon- 
ument to Professor George W. W. Stone, who 
for many years presided over Emory college. 

All the graduates of the college are taking a 
deep interest in the erection of a monument to 
the man to whom they owe, in a great measure, 
their education. Dr. J. W. Lee is one of the 
alumni who is doing his best to secure the suc- 
cess of the scheme. In a letter on the sub- 
ject, he says: 

Englishmen are startled by the distinction ac- 
corded to money and to mere money-makers in 
this country. e have no hereditary aristocracy, 
or distinctions of rank, but we have made a king 
of money, and our most successful money-makers 
constitute our royal pounie. Men are taking rank 
socially and politically in proportion to the figures 
whick it takes to measure their money. This isa 
new thing under the sun. In France noone is 
estimated by his money. In Germany, 
riches constitute no badge of distinction. In 
Austria reverence for birth crushes eut thought of 
other things. In Italy, simply to be rich is to _ be 
disregarded. intkaslend, if a man has no other 
claims to distinction than only such as wealth can 
give, he is considered a useful sort of man in his 
way. The Europeans are right. The high place 
to which we have elevated money is out of all 
proportion to its value. A rich man, who uses his 
talents for the good of his fellows, is entitled to 
our respect and our honor. But to own meney, 
without making it contribute to human 
weal and human progress, should be regarded a 
disgrace. A self-contained and self-included rich 
man, one who draws his money into himself, to 
gratify his lust and regale his pride, is about the 
smallest and most pitiable type of man among us. 
The stuff he gathers around himself is taken to 
emphasize and ijlustrate what a miserable starvel - 
ing, in every high sense, heis. That we lift our 
hats to such a manis no credit to us. It is a sign of 
national childhood and meekness, shaded by slight 
jneanness and earthiness. Thechurch stands to 
raise national standards and to furnish proper 
ideais. There is no better way to do this than to 
raise monuments to her faithful servants. Pro- 
fessor George W. W. Stone consecrated his life to 
learning. Along the solitary way of- thought and 
truth he waiked. Away from the exciting haunts 
of men and the hope of earthly reward, he quietly 
and beautifully pursued his chosen pat 
to the end, The young men who 
attended Emory’ college are not only 
intellectually better furnished because of Profes- 
sor Stone’s life, but they are actually better men. 
His contribution wasmat merely in the way of 
knowledge, but also in the way of tone and out- 
look. His walk was in the direction of the ‘hills 
of day.”’ No student could pass him and repass 


him upon the quiet rounds of college 
work without having his impulses toward 


a better life sensibly quickened and 
augmented. Inthe lives of us all he has sown 
seed which have germinated and fruited to our 
enrichment and enlargement. A decent regard to 
value received, should lead us with one accord to 
build a monument perpetuating his work and his 
memory to future generations. He gave to us his 
all, his culture, his example, his life work. 

We do ourselves credit, and write ourselves 
worthy of such a teacher, by giving practical and 
tangible recognition of his character. Sir Josiah 
Mason, a life-long citizen of birmingham, Eng. 
land, accumulated several million pounds of 
money in the steel pen and eclectro-type business. 
His wife died first, he had no children, and before 
his death he administered on his own estate. He 
put his money into a great college, intoan orphan 
asylum, and into a home for old 
and indigent people. He gave every dol- 
lar he had in the world to his people, and when he 
died was paying renton his own dwelling. You 
cannot go to that city without being struck with 
the love and admiration in which the character of 
Sir Josiah Mason is held. He was knighted by the 
queen in his eighty-fourth year, and all over Bir- 
mingham are tangible evidences of what his 
countrymen think of him. Professor Stone did 
not give us millions of money, but his estate of 
hope and spirit and learning, whichis far better, 
he freely gave us. We are not the “degenerate 
sons of a noble sire’ to let it pass without recog- 
nition either.

Trying to Bullidoze Flor ida. 

The republicans in congress will doubtless 
tnake as much capital as possible out of the 
report of the federal court officials in Florida 
npon the condition of Madison county. 

According to the report, certain lawbreakers 
jn Madison county intimidated voters and 
prevented a fair countat the last election. 
So numerous are these alleged criminals that 
the deputy marshals have found it impossi- 
ble to organize a foree sturdy enough to 
arrest them, and they continie to defy the 
process of the court. The report recommends 
the sending of a military company to the 
locality, and suggests that a heavy reward 
be offered for the capture of the offenders. 

It does not appear that any judicious at- 
tempt has been made to enforce the process 
of the federal court. Florida is not a frontier 
staie. It enjoysa good reputation for law 
and ordex, and, granting that some lawless- 
ness exists in Madison county, more evidence 
will be needed to justify a resort to martial 
law and the employment of troops. The 
covernor of the state must havea clear idea 
of the situation, and a proper presentation of 
the case would result in such instructions to 
the civil authorities as would enable the 
deputy marshals to search ey ery foot of 
ground in the county. 

lt is pitifully absurd to go before congress 
with the statement that the officers of the 
court cannot raise @ posse strong enough to 
serve papers and make arrests in a single 
county. The only result that should justly 
follow such a showing would be the removal 
of the incompetent officers and the appoint- 
ment of men with the courage and discretion 
to discharge their duty. 

It is toe late to talk about putting Florida 
or any pari of it under bayonet rule. The 
old war methods lave been tried and found 
wanting. Ifthe republican marshals will 
not, or eannot do their duty, their places 
should be filled with men of more discretion 
and. crit. 


Feeling and Prejudice, 

Not infrequently the New York World is 
inclined to take an original view of matters 
and things in its editoria] columns. In a re- 
cent issue we find the following paragraph, 
which is doubtless a fragment of a longer and 
a much more copious social essay: 

Representative Grimes, of Georgia, has dis- 
tinguished himself in Washington by quitting the 
Riggs house in a dudgeon becanse a colored gen- 
tleman, ex-Consul Astwood, took dinn?’r in tie 
hotel along with Lobbyist Nat McKay. To he con- 
sistent Representative Grimes must refuse to ride 
in streetcars and railway trains or to attend 
theaters which admit negroes. Mr. Astwood is 
#31 to be a man of intelligence and good worals, 
but the creed of Grimes makes it impossible for 
him to be entertained under the same roof witha 
awhite man who represents a southern <on- 
stituency. This may be called prejudice, but it is 
a kind of prejudice which, of course, cannot be 
eradicated in one generation. 

li is to be hoped that the World, in the 
rest of its essay on this interesting subject, 
will go on to elaborate the whole question; 
and, to be as consistent as Mr. Grimes was, 
editor might give illustrative and ex- 
planatory performances inthe various north- 
ern towns. 

But the editor's essay, as well as his iliugs- 
trative performing tour, should be so ar- 
ranged as to explain that if a northern con- 
gressiman. had refused to dine at the same 
tabie with a negro, as @ majority of them 
would have done, he would have been as 
consistent with his own views and with 
those of his constituents as Mr. Grimes.

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Foraker and His Man Hadden. 

We regret to observe that the Foraker- 
Wood forgery investigation has put Editor 
Halstead in the same deep and dark hole into 
which Foraker dropped early in the season. 
It was our hope as well as our expectation, 
that the distinguished republican wouid 
come out with no mud on his coat-tails, es- 
pecially after he had hastened to expose the 
forgery that had been depended on to destroy 
the democratie party and its candidate; but 
it now appears that, while Foraker was up to 
his voluminous earsin a quagmire, Editor 
Halstead was wading about in a considera- 
ble mud puddie of his own. 

Some time ago a prominent republican 
politician of Ohio suggested in a private let- 
ter that Halstead’s haste in getting from un- 
der the forged document was due to ner- 
vous trepidation rather than toa desire to 
do justice to the democratic candidate and to 
other men who had been wronged.

THE St. Louis Globe- De moerat thinks that Lin- 
coln might have been living now if Booth had 
spared him, and gives the following interesting 
figures : ‘Abraham Lincoln has been dead so many 
years that, to mest persons under thirty or thirty- 
five the whole of his career almost scems to belong 
to the earlier instead of the latter half of the cen- 
tury; yet if he were alive to-day he would hardly be 
considered exceptionally old. Yesterday he would 
have completed his eighty-first year of age. Simon 
Cameron, who was one of the meni- 
bers of. his original cabinet, was 
born ten years earlier than Lincoln, and he died 
less than a yearago in the full possession of his 
faculties. Bancroft, the historian; Von Moltke, 
the soldier; Newman, the theologian; Kossuth, 
the Hungarian patriot, and Dow, the prohibition 
leader, are oider than Lincoln would be by periods 
ranging from nine years for the two first named to 
five years for the last. David Dudley Field, at the 
age of eighty-five, is apparentiy as physically and 
mentally vigorous a8 he was a dozen years ago. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, at eighty-four, is hopeful 
of being able to raise money enough to permit him 
to resume work on the Panama canal enterprise; 
and John G. Whittier, Marshal MacMahon and Car- 
dinal Manning, at eighty-two. have still.a promise 
of many years of life. Younger than all 
these are Hugh McCulloch, one of Lincoln’s cabi- 
net officers, and General Joseph E. Johnston, the 
confederate chieftain, the tirst of whom was born

She saved for 
that railroad company $50,000 to $100,000 in prop- 
erty, besides the money they might have been 
called upon to pay in the way of damages to pas- 
sengers’ relatives had the train been wrecked.

The passengers have proved un- 
grateful, The little heroine still faces life with 
small. resources, while many who but for her 
would have been sleeping in their graves the past 
nine years are in a position to pay the debt of 
honor they owe her, if they would. Heroism, like 
virtue, must be its own reward in this ungratefal 
world.

THE COTTON MARKET sHOWS SY MUP- 
TOMS OF RISING. 


The Eeayrs Still Hope That the Receipts Will 
Prove Greater Than Estimated, if Not 
a Rise Is Inevitrble, 


The market for fatures since last Friday has 
advanced considerably, and has been quite ac- 
tive all the week. 

The prices for last Friday were the highest 

«for this season, and it was thought by a great 
many that prices would recede, the advance 
for that day exceeding the expectations of the 
most sanguine bull, especially when the cause, 
according tojthe bears, wasnotapparent. The 
bulls have had the utmost confidence in higher 


} prices, but have held offone er two days and 


allowed the market to reactafew points. They 
argue that the statistics are in theirfavor, and 
can afford to await their time for a decidedly 
sharp advance, or that they can put Angust 
contracts as high as 124c. 

The bears are trusting to luck, hoping that 
receipts will eventually show up heavier, 
which, they say, is their only hope. This week 
the estimate for the receipts was not sent out. 
They show up, however, very light, being only 
97,268 bales, against 137,251 bales for the same 
time last year, showing a decrease of 39,953 
bales—a very poor showing forthe bear ele- 
ment. : 

The market opened yesterday morning 
Steady and.unchanged to two points lower 
than Thursday’s closing, but immediately 
after the first call commenced a steady advance, 
which continued to near noon, when the tone 
became easy, which caused a reaction of one 
to four points, but the market firmed up within 
the next fifteen minutes, and the advance was 
again started, which resulted in the highest 
prices yet reached on this crop, the close being 
two to four points above Thursday and eight 
to ten points higher than last Friday’s closing, 
which was a few points lower than the high- 
est. ! 

The stock in Liverpool and afloat for Great 
Britain shows an increase of 273,000 bales, but 
to offset that the stock at the American ports 
and interior towns show a decrease of 265,445 
bales. 

Spot cotton was unchanged in Liverpool yes- 
terday at 6 1-16d. 

In New York spot was marked up 1-l6c; 
middling 11 5-l6e.

The City’s Electrie Lights. 

CONSTITUTION: The city should 
own her electric light plant. Why not? 
Can one single vaiid reason be given 
why she should not? I will briefly suggest several 
reasons why she should, leaving the extended 
argument to others if they should feel so in- 
clined. 

1. The city should, so far as practicable with 
economy, own and operate all enterprises of pub- 
lic enterprise,wherever otherwise a special charter 
or privilege by city ordinance is required that 
shuts out the freedom of competition by indi- 
vidual or associate enterprise. 

Light in streets and public places is a necessity 
to the proper control of the city in enforcement of 
law, for the preservation of good order, and the 
protection of lifeand property, and for the safe 
use of her highways, boths streets and sidewalks. 

It is a common thing for the cities throughout 
our country to own the waterworks 
that supply water for all its citizens and for all 
the uses of the city for cleanliness, health and 
safety from the ravages of the fire-fiend. The

man, however great his reputation for wisdom 


that would advocate tne transfer of this function 
to an individual, firm or corporation, wou!d have 
no following. 

2. There is one reason for the ownership and 
control by the city of iis own electric light plant, 
that docs not, with equal force exist in the 
case of waterworks, viz.: the cost of an 
eleciric light plant adequate forall the purposes 
for which it is now needed by the city wontid be 
comparatively small, probably not one-tenth the 
cost of cnaanaedie forthe city, andthe cost of 
ry em also much smaller. The plant wonld 
not involve the city in great expense and hea 
debt as with the other, and could easily be made 
not only to pay its own expenses, but probably 
alsoag net revenue to the city besides—not at 
one, but within afew years. Atlanta now pays 
$10 per month, or thirty-three and a third éents 


per night for every 2,900 candie-power are electric | 


ght,. while Chicago’ # (she owning her own plant) 
costs her on se Bae re cents per night.incInding the 
intereat on investment. A number of other 
cities ouping, their own electric light get theirs at 
from 12%, to 20 cents per night. 

3. Monopoties are oe he and © asive. look 
only to their own and shut their eyes to the 
interests of others that conflict, however slightly, 
with their money-making, and should not. re- 
fore, be encouraged.

I 
Was too young to ay a the causes which led 
up to the war, and the great ferees which 
were factors in the intellectual struggle which 
preceded it, buat I was with the army for a 
time, and I knew what it all meant. But I 


| didn’t get to Atlanta. My father, who wore 


the blue, was on these red hills about Atlanta, 
but he didn’t come in then. A short time ago 
I looked at the paper which contained the 
surrender of Atlanta. It was written In 
pencil upon an old envelope, but it was still 
legible. The federal officer to whom that was 
tendered was my uncle. 

‘Little did I think when I first saw that, 
that I would be the first of the family after 
uncle to enter Atlanta. I receive no surren- 
der of a city worn-out in its own brave defense 
—to me belongs the higher, the greater honor 
of receiving the surrender of your friendship. 
It is dear to me and welcome—how welcome I 
cannot find words to tell you.”’ 

Mr. Harrison’s remarks had been frequently 
interrupted by the heartiest applause. 

“T take that applause not so much as a 
tribute to myself as one to the chief executive 
of this great nation,’ he said. And then 
there was another hearty outburst of applause. 
“T know,’’ he continued, “Show disappointed 
my father was that he could not aevept your 
kind invitation to be present with you last fall, 
and I know that he has determined to seize 
the first possible opportunity to come among 
you and to know you as I have known you so 
pleasantly.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW VORK, February 14.~-Dealings in railroad 
stocks continues steadily to decrease, and today 
transactions in “the unlisted - department came 
within 4,000 shares of those in the regular list. Of 
course there was an unusual amount of trading in 
sugar refineries, which augmented the total of 
unlisted stocks, but out of the large number of 
stocks only Reading and Lackawanna reached a 
total of five figures, and they are both half stocks. 
Sugar was the only m: inufacture in the market, 
and rumor had it that the Havemeyers were again 
buying. There was, however, no doubt that insid- 
ers were manipulating certificates for higher 
prices, although the stery about the Havemeyers 
is only conjecture, and certificates opened down 
3 per=cent, at 64, and almost steadily 
advanced. In the last heur they touched 
6834, a gain of 444 per cent. The reaction 
from the best price was only slight. The advance 
in stock of from 10 to 15 points, despite the fiercest 
attacks of bears, is regarded by friends of the 
property as the strongest evidence of the inability 
of the bears to stem the upward movement. Other 
trusts did not fully respond to the strength in 
sugar, and lead was heavy in the forenoon, 
on a rumor that the conversion of stock had been 
abandoned, and later cotton oil joined the down- 
ward movement, losing 1 per cent. Dispatches 
from Chicago this morning were again of a more 
disturbing character, and the market being in- 
tensely dull there was a bearish feeling among 
traders, to whom almost all trading seems to be 
left, and prices sagged throughout the forenoon, 
although movements were confined to sinall frac- 
tions. After that timethere was arumor started 
that an effort was to be made 
to nullify the withdrawals of the 
Northwestern and Union Pacific, andalso one that 
the funding bill would be brought up in committce 
tomorrow. This stimulated the buying of Union 
Pacific, and that stock improved 1 per cent, others 
following with smaller movements. The only 
marked feature among stocks on the regular list, 
however, was activity and strength in Chicago, 
St. Louis and Pittsburg, preferred, induced by sto- 
ries between Carnegie and Baltimore and Ohio. 
Stock rose steadily from 491% to 5044 and closed at 
the highest figure. Late in the day sugar attracted 
all attention, and the market finally closed dull 
but firm at insignificent changes for the day. Su- 
gar is up 3% per cent, and Chicago, St. Louis and 
Pittsburg preferred 3%, but other changes are 
about equally divided between small gains and 
losses. Trading in the listed stocks reached only 
107,178 shares,and in unlisted stocks 103,625, of 
which surgar furnished 86,000.

MR. WILLIAMSON'S ROAD 


BONDS ISSUED FORTHE EXTENSION 
OF THE ROME ROAD, 


The Knoxville Southern to Be Finished by 
August—The Covington and Macon-- 
The Terminal People Here. 


Several days ago THe CONSTITUTION ‘pub- 
lished the statement, as rumor, that the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus had secured con- 
trol of the Rome and Decatur, and outlined 
the general plan of development as given by 
an ofticial of the road. 

The first proposed step was the extension of 
the railroad, Kingston to Rome, eastward. 

Mr. John D. Williamson is quoted as saying: 

**The bonds have been signed, and enough of 
them have been issued and sold to extend the 
Rome road from Kingston toa connection with 
the Mariejta and North Georgia railroad. I 
do not mean by this to say that some one has 
merely subscri for the bonds, but that they 
haye been actually sold and delivered, and the 
money is in the treasury of the Rome Railroad 
com ny, ag: deposit with its financial agent 
in New York. 

“We expect to have the road extended to 
Kingston to a connection with the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad, and open for busi- 
ness during the year. 

“I do not know the precise route the exten- 
sion from Kingston will take until the engi- 
neers have made their report. The most prob- 
able line, however, will be from Kingston via 
Cartersville, or near Cartersville, and from 
there to Canton, though we may extend di- 
rectly from Kingston through the Pine Log 
district to Ball Ground, or some point north of 
Canton; or if we go by Cartersville, or near 
Cartersville, we may strike the Marietta and 
North Georgia at some point south of Canton. 
This cannot be determined, as I stated, until 
the engineers have completed their surveys 
and fully made up their estimates.’’ 

The Cincinnati Southern Deal. 


Mr. John H. Inman confirms THe ConstTI- 
—- statement of the Cincinnati Southern 
deal. 

‘The trade,’’ said he, “‘is between the Ala- 
bama Great Southern and the East Tennessee. 

‘A meeting of the East Tennessee directors 
has been called to meetin Knoxville on the 
10th of April. The object of the meeting was 
plainly stated in the call, issued several days 


ago. 

‘*All that the directors can dois to make a 
preliminary contract, subject to the approval 
of the stockholders. To take final action on 
the contract, a meeting of the stockholders will 
be held in about sixty days from now. 

“The Alabama Great Southern controls 
the Cincinnati Southern by lease. This lease 
was for a terin of twenty-five years, and eight 
years of that time is passed. go the East Ten- 
nessee, in securing the control of the Alabama 
Great Southern, secures the control of the Cin- 
cinati Southern for a term of seventeen years. 

‘The entire system to be transferred is only 
six hundred and fifty miles long.”’ 

Mr. Inman had nothing to say about the 
lease of the Western and Atlantic. 

‘Our special train came over that route from 
Chattanooga,’’ he said in reply toa question, 
“not onatour of inspection, or anything of 
that sort, but simply to show our guests the 
battle fields and other points of historic in- 
terest.’’ 

The Knoxville Southern. 

A Knoxville correspondent says: The 
building of the Knoxville Southern road, as it 
is called here, isin active progress. It seems 
this corporation is determined to have no pre- 
text for a quibble with the city over whether 
she will issue the $175,000 of bonds which she 
voted to contribute upon its completion. It is 
to be hoped the fate of the Cumberland Gap 
road will serve asa warning to others to be 
promptly on time with their last spike driv- 
ing. The little towns along the Southern, 
which never heard a whistle or saw a white 
puff of steam, are trying to get up boomlets 
already. This road, totake the bonds, must 
be running through trains by August. The 
Northeastern has taken time by the fvurelock 
and broken dirt for her bonds. 

This Knoxville Southern, it will be remem- 
bered, is the Tennessee end of the Marietta 
and North Georgia. 

The Blue Ridge paper states: ‘“‘The Marri 
etta and North Georgia will be changed to a 
standard gauge as far as this place by the 1st 
of March. 

‘The Talbotton and Western. 


The survey of this road will begin at some 
point on the Georgia Midland at or near Way- 
erly Hall and goto Flint river through Tal- 
botton, thereby passing centerly throug Tal- 
bot county.
